OF RUSSIA 


Many Battle Awards 


Russian Jews continue to play a valiant part in the 
bitter fight against the Nazi invaders. The names 
of Jews figure prominently in all lists of promotions 
and awards for gallantry. 


Abraham Herman, of Kremenchug, Commander 
of an air squadron, has been awarded the title, Hero 
of the Soviet Union. He already holds the Order of 
the Red Banner and the Medal for Valour. 

Herman, according to the official citation, has 
been fighting since the outbreak of war, and has 
taken part in 76 successful operational! fhehts carned 
out alone, and emhteen at the head of his squadron. 
He has himself destroyed 38 enemy ‘planes, sever 
tanks, four heavy panzers, 74 lorries, and 230 officers 
and men, 

The citation concluded: “ In the battles against 
the German occupation forces, Abraham ,Herman 
has shown himself a courageous, determined, 
daring airman and commander. He has shown great 
heroism in carrying out battle assignments. He 
always sets an example to his men of the fighting 
spirit. He enjoys the authority. and esteem of the 
entire command and regiment. For his exemplary 
behaviour, and his fulfilment of all battle assien- 
ments; for his daring and cowage, Abraham Her- 
man is recommended for the highest title im the gift 
of the Soviet Union. Hero of the Soviet Union.” ., 

Captam Boris Rivkin, Soviet air ace, has also 
been ‘awarded the tithe of Hero of the Soviet Union 
Born in 1919, he has served in the Red Army since 
1937. He has been m action over 18 months, and 
so far, has escaped unscathed. 

In October, 1942, be was awarded the Order of the 
Red Star. In De cember he was awarded the Orde: 
of the Patriotic War, First Class. And ai the end 
of Decembe: he was given the Medal for the Defence 
of Stalingrad, . Im his first air battle; on May 16, 
1942, he brought down a Messerschmitt and a 
Focke-Wulf. . . 

in August, 1942, he was appointed Commander 
of an air squadron on the Stalingrad [ront 
battic there he brought down six Messerschmitts, a 
Dornier. a Heinkel, and two Junkers, He has made 
176 operational flights. 


Posthumously 


Lieut. Moishe Spivak; who was killed in the 
fighting at Biclgorod, at the age of twenty-four, has 
been posthumously awarded the title Hero of the 
Sovict Union. 

Spivak, who was born at Narovie, in Polysia, 
joined the Red Army at the outbreak of the war. 
in his first engagement, the commander of his unit 
was wounded, and Spivak ted the men in a charge 
into the midst of the enemy positions, killing ten 
Nazis, and capturing a German machine gun and 
six German soldiers. 

In another battle, Spivak, at the head of his com- 
pany, stormed and regained an important setiiement, 
which the Germans had converted into a stronghoid, 
which was holding up the Soviet advance 

Senior Sergeant Joseph Gutnik is another Jew 
who has been made a Hero of the Soviet Union 
Gutnik has led his voit in many actions with excep- 
tional bravery. In one battle, he assumed command 
when the commander was wounded. 


Although many times wounded in action he never” 


left his post during the battle. 

Lieutenanteneral Jacob Kreiser, Hero of the 
Sovict Union, an active member of the Jewish Anti- 
Fascist Committee, who, it will be recalled, was 
memioned in Stalin’s Order of the Day of September 
8, has now been awarded the Kuatuzov Order, First 
Class, for distinguished conduct in the recent Donetz 
fighting. Only a short time ago, Gen. Kreiser was 
awarded the Taveras Order, Second Class.

Sergeant Schiller Cohen, of the U.S. Army Air 
Corps, is the most decorated Jewish Serviceman up 
to date in this war—he has won the American Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, the Air Medal, and ten 
Oak Leaf Clusters to the-Aic Medal (roughly speak- 
ing, an Oak Leaf Cluster is equivalent to a “ bar” 
in British decorations).

THE OSLO PRISON 
SHIP - 


Horrors Described by 
Eye-Witness 


An ecye-witness’s account of the.appalling condi- 
tions under which the deportation of Jews trom 
Norway to Germany was carried out in November 
last has been published m the Swedish press, says 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The account ts 
based on a letter from a Norwegian seaman who 
served in the ship which carried the deportees 

The Jews, the report says, were taken in lorries 
or, in the case of very sick pecple, in buses down to 
the harbour near Filipstad, in Oslo German and 
Norwegian Nazi guards prevented the deportces 
from taking leave of their friends. The Jews’ were 
immediately put on board ship. the S.S, Kici, and 
were given numbered Gists FE mbarkation went on 
from seven one morning ull one o'clock the follow- 


ing morning. the Pio were herded into the two 
foremost holds where straw. mattresses had been 
spread out on the deck Space was extremely 


restricted because the deporitces numbered 200 more 
than had been expected. The youngest was a littk 
boy, of six or seven and the cidest was over ¢cignty 

Later in the marning the ship sailed. The sea 
was rough, and conditions in the holds soon became 
intolerable. Few of the prisoners were not seasick, 
and the stench was mdescribabic Ihe madequate 
sanitary facilities soon became unusable. Only in 
exceptional circumstances was anyone allowed On 


deck, 
Attempted Suicides 


Some tragic scenes were witnessed. One young 
Jew tried to take his life by cutting an artery with 
the lid of a tin: another tried to jump overboard, A 
woman gave birth to a child down in the hold and 
was only allowed to move amidships after she tned 
to kill the child

food -was- most meagre and invariably con- 
sisted of ‘soup and a dry prece of bread. doled opt 
twice a day Ihe guards were very. severe, and to

In order to obtam permission to

the voyage 

The ship cast anchor outside Copenhagen, and the 
woman with the baby together with a very sick old 
man and the young Jew who tried to commit suicide 
were taken awav¥ in a police boat“ to hospital 
it was said. 

On arrival in Germany, the prisoners were allowed 
to take only a few of their miserable possessions with 
them. The rest were thrown overboard. or burat.

The American Silver Star is the third highest 
decoration in the list of awards, and is given for 
gallantry in action.

Saved Aircraft and Crew 


The Distinguished Flying Medal, for gallantry 


and. devotion .to duty in the execution of air 
operations has been awarded to Sergeant Kenneth 
Judah Albury, R.A.F., No. 61 ‘Squadron. The 
official citation states: 

This flight engineer has taken part in many operational 
sorties, including the daylight raids on Milan and Le Creusot, 
as well as attacking nearly all the major German and Malian 
targots. Ai all mes he has remained cool and even 
in the face of ine intense Opposition, On ont oocasion. 
when his aircraft was heavily engaged by the defences and 
the pilot blinded by scarchilights. this airman helped the 
pilot to recover control and so saved the aitctatt and crew.” 

Sergeant Albury’s father is Mr. M, Albury, of 
‘inchley Road, Londoh, N.W:11. The sergeant 
was born in 1913, in St. John’ s Wood, London, and 


he was a motor mechanic in_ civil. ite, He enlisted

M.P.s & PALESTINE 
MANDATE 
Demand for its ‘Fulfilment 


There was some plain speaking about the Govern- 
ment'’s failure to carry out the Mandate for Pales- 
time at a memorial meeting to the late Lord Wedg- 
wood held by the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland at Friends’ House, Euston Road, 
N.W.1, last week Dr: Chaim Weizmann presided. 

Dr. Weizmann said they were assembled to honour 
the memory of a great Englishman, a great patriot, 
a great champion of all those who were submerged 
and under-privileged, among whom they could 
rightly count ‘the Jews. That was why Lord: Wedg- 
wood stood in the forefront of all those who fought 
for the Jewish catee inasmuch as was vonhected 
with Palestine. Sometimes he. went so far as to 
blame them for not being radical enough in their 
demands or im their methods of ressing their 
wishes and their kicals. Me was antl ering im that 


respect from a sort of sacred impatience. He was 
impatient sometimes with them He was certainly 
greatly impatient with those. people who had 


in their hands to conduct the affairs of Palestine, 
particularly the Palestine Admuinistrati@n, and Lord 
Wedgwood minced no words in criticising . their 
actions and their behaviour, Lord Wedgwood was 
the embodiment of the fight for justice, and that was 
the cause of the great affinity between him and them. 

After Lord Wedgwood's eonnection with 
the Parliamentary Palestine Committee, Dr. Weiz 
mann said he was one of the few whe undersiood 
that the fact thal the Jewish problem had never 
really commanded the full attention of the non- 
Jewish-world had made « possible for the Navi« to 
use it as a sort of “Sixth Cotamn”™ in order to disrapt 
society, before they attacked physically. “And, 
Weizmann, “if the Jewish problem is not 
settied in a spirit of statesmanship and generosity 
after this war, it will leave again an open sore and a 
focus of infection which may affect very fundamentally 
the peace which we so. desire.” 

Focal Point of the Problem 

Palestine was the focal. and central point of the 
Jewish problem. Every other solution of the Jewish 
problem outside Palestine was merely a palliative, 
and the desire to offer Jews all sorts of territories 
outside Srreanigg was merely a fantasy which would 
never cither contribute to any — straightforward 
solution of the problem or be capable of anythimg 
like a practical re aisalhon 

Lord Davies said it was. indeed fitting that that 
meeting should be held under the auspices of the 
Zionist Federation, because no Englishman, Scots 
man, or W cishman had served the Jewish cause so 
faithfully, courageously, and loyally as Josiah 
Wedgwood. Was i surprising that he should throw 


himself wholeheartedly ito the struggle to secure a 


National Home tor Jewry in Palestine and that he 
should have become a warm supporter of the ideals 
and aspirations of Zroniwm fits inmate sympathy 
for all oppressed and suffering peoples, his keen 
sense of justice, and his robust common sense im 
pelted him to champion a cause which he knew in 
heart to be righteous and just... And not only 
was he urged by these promptings to appeal to his 
fellow-countrymen in: support of the policy and 
activities of the Zionist Federation, but he was also 
jealous for the honour and the reputation of his own 
country. He realised that the Balfour Declaration 
was a solemn pledge to Jewry all over the world, 
in recognition of Jewish help and sacrifices made by 
the Jewish people in the last war. 
ly was a pledge which had been endorsed hy 
Parliament on behalf of the British people. “Josh” 
Wedgwood believed that promises should be kept 
and not broken. He believed that their word was 
their bond, and in defence of their honour as a nation 
he fought grimly and unceasingly against the tide of 
reaction, misrepresentation, ignorance, and betrayal 
which had unfortunately so ofien characterised the

Chain Stores and Aliens 


in reply to a question by Fit.-Lt. Challen and Mr.

CAN PROPAGANDA COMBAT 
ANTI-SEMITISM ? 
Debate at Anglo-Palestinian Club 


At a members’ debate at the Angio-Palestinian 
Club. which took piace recenily, MY. Wictor 
Mishcon proposed and Mr. M._ Rosetté opposed the 
motion “ That anti-Semitiem is a phenomenon in 
British life, which can be combated by effective 
propaganda 

[Ihe Chairman was Mr. -Sidney Salomon, the 
Secretary and Press Officer to the Jewish Delicnce 
Committee of the Board of Deputies 

Mr. Mishcon said that anti-Semitism in. this 


* 


* country was. based upon prejudice which had its 


roots in wrongful education and wrongful beliefs 
about the Jew 

Referring to his experiences as a propagandist for 
the Jewish question at outdoor mectings, Mr. Mish- 
con. said that some peaple coukid be cured of that 
prejudice but there were others who were incurable 

Io bring about a Zionist policy there had to be 
effective propaganda, so that people would realise 
that Palestine should be given to Jewry. Even when 
Zionism had reached a chapter which one hoped 
would be magnificently brilliant in the history of 
their people, there would still have to be effective 
propaganda so that the Jew remained faithful to the 
community. While he agreed that Zionism was the 
only solution of the Jewish problem, it was his view 


that effective propaganda -could halt the onwaid 


march of anti-Semitism. 

Mr. Rosetté said it was his contention that anti- 
Semitism was a xenophobia which existed in every 
community and which was directed against the Jew 
because the Jew happened to be the most con- 
venient victim. Anti-Semitism was due to the vulnera‘ 
bility which resulted from the homelessness of the 
Jewish people and it would not be eradicated until 
that homelessness was removed. . Hitler had burst the 
bubble that Jews were essential to the community 
in which they existed. As long as Jews were a 
heipless minority, this anti-defamation propaganda 
must continue to be a losing battle. 

Anti-Semitism could not be combated by pro- 
paganda—it could only be combated when the 
system under which they lived was altered and when 
the position of the Jewish ga throughout the 
world was restored to norma 

A discussion followed, in the course of which the 
Chairman took part. The English people, said Mr. 
Salomon, were not fundamentally anti-Semitic. But 
what they had not to overlook was the anti-Semitic 
campaign to which they had been subjected since 
1933. They could do a lot to defeat it, as they had 
done when Mosley tried to gain power in this 
country. 


ANTI-SEMITISM PROPAGATED EN 
EIRE 


Mr. Harry Craig, Secretary of the Constituency 
Council for South Dublin Labour Party; attacked 
anti-Semitism in the September issue of 
FREEDOM. 

There had been reports of anti-Semitism. propa- 
gated by groups in Ireland and Mr. Craig was asked 
what popular support this propaganda had. He 
said: “ Neither Ireland nor Britain is * controlied * 
by Jews. .. . The Jew-baiters are a dangerous 
menace... Such small support as they have 
received has its roots in ignorance. 

“ The Jewish population in Eire is 3,700—I 
believe there are only seven in Connaught, a defence- 
jess minority, you will agree. In some circles it is 
the fashion to attack the Jews; ; just as in England it 
is often the fashion to attack the Irish.

Mr. Geoffrey Mander, M. recalled that 
Wedgwood had taken in refugees to live at his house. 
He devoted himself passionately to the adv of 


Palestine and he was of the way in which 
they failed to carry out their promises—the pledge 
given in the last war. 

Lord Wedgwood, he continued, well knew that 
if they had acted differently ; if they had not gone in 
for a policy of appeasement and of giving way not 
only to the t dictators but to the mmor 
who were giving trouble through the influence of 
others in Palestine; that if they had sent admmustrators 
there determined to carry through the Mandate in 
the words of the Mandate, the whole history of so 
many of their race and of this country would have 
been different. 

He ventured to express the hope that in wondering 
what they could best do to erect a memorial to 
“Josh,” it would be wise to make up their minds that 
they would never rest until the promises of the 
Mandate, of the Balfour Declaration, were carried 
out in fact——there was no alternative, for the spiritual 
and physical appeal of Palestine came above every- 
thing else to the Jew—and that they would not 
satisfied with any place in South America or Libya 
but only with their historic land of Palestine. 

Mr. A. Creech Jones, M.P., said Lord Wedgwood 
hated race discrimination. He fought against 
cofour bans and those discriminations which would 


. subject mankind to the tyranny and domination of 


other sections of mankind. 

The other cause which excited his attention and 
his active interest was that of thé Jewish National 
Home in Palestine. His colleagues in the House of 
Commons ali recollected his moving cloquence, his 
continuous challenge, and his insistent fighting for 
that cause. . Mis voice was always raised as Britam 
retreated step by step froth the pledges and under- 
takings of he Balfour Declaration. He hated the 
closing of the door to Palestine ;: he hated what the 
White Paper stood for, and he claimed the right of 
the Jews to defend themselves.

In the hope of the speedy redemption of Israel, we 
wish you a New Year of victory and salvation.” 


COMBATING HIGH COST OF 
LIVING 


“ Palestine Restaurants” and Price 
Controls 


The Palestine Government is making efforts to 
bring down the high cost of living, # is stated in an 


oficial commumaqué issued in Jerusalem. 


he communiqué announces measures for 
economic reorganisation in time of war, including 
the formation of a War Economic Advisory Council 
on which representatives of the public will serve 
with a view to framing legislation designed to com- 
bat inflationary ‘tendencies which have become 
Com- 
munal “ Palestine restaurants ” on the lines of the 
British Restaurants are to be opened, and maximum 
prices are berg fixed for cggs, vegetables, fruit, 
and powdered milk. 

There is to be a tightening up in various branches 
of food distribution, especially of beef, and control 
of the marketing of milk, including the importation 
of powdered milk. 


INDUSTRY'S PLACE IN POST-WAR 
DEVELOPMENT 


The view that post-war réconstruction in Palestine 
must be based on the development of industry, to be 
aided by a comprehensive scheme to organise and 
expand the export of industrial products, was ¢x- 
pressed by Dr. Emul Schmorak, head of the Jewish 
Agency Department for Trade and Industry, address- 
ing a press conference in Tel-Aviv. 

r. Schmorak reported on his conversations with 
economic experts in Turkey, as well as with British 
and American trade representatives and experts in 
countries of the Middle and Far East, and said that 
in the course of these conversations it had become 
clear that there were possibilities for developing 
the export trade of Palestine and that Palestinian 
industry had good prospects in competing with the 
local industries of many Easiern countries. 
attitude of the Palestine Government, Dr. Schmorak 
aided, was, however, still the main obstacle in the 
way of organised export. 

In conclusion, he stated that Turkish raw materials, 
including iron ore, copper, and other metals, might 
be exchanged for Palestinian products. 


ZIONIST DICTIONARY OF 
BIOGRAPHY 


A committee of Zionist -vetérans, reports Palcor 
from Jerusalem, is now éngaged in. collecting 
biographical material relating tO persons active in 
the Zionist movement, and has mapped out a pro- 
posed “ Zionist Dictionary of Biography." 

Any person who held an important place in the

They drove 
Army trucks, using forged papers, including a log- 
book-—on which a great deal of the court's attention 
was centred because the prosecution alleged that it 
was in Sirkin’s handwriting—enabling them to pass 
through the military police and fronticr checking 
posts. They also alleged that Rachlin attended a 
meeting imside his taxi, when certain instructions 
were received, 

The second actused man, Leib Sirkin, who left a 
job in Tel-Aviv to become Secretary of the Seamen's 

nion ol the Histadrut, and Executive Director of 
the Sailors’ Club, was alleged to have attended a 
meeting between the soldiers and a certain Isaac 
Levy and Yehuda Arazi Tannenbaum, for whom the 
police are still looking because they are stated to 
be leaders of the arms ring. Levy and Tannenbaum, 
it was alleged, gave both the privates instructions to 
proceed to Egypt. Sirkin was also alleged to have 
been present when the truck carrying the rifles broke 
down in Haifa and guarded it until it was towed 
away. 

Thirty-six witnesses for the prosecution included 
police officers who testified formally in such matters 
as describing the identification parade where Sirkin 
was picked out and with regard to statements taken 
fram the accused; a Lebanese handwriting expert 
named Nimetaliah Biakline; and various Army 
officers and N.C.O.s gave evidence regarding the 
passage of trucks in whicll arms were carried and 
their non-arrival at the R.A.O.C. depét at Haifa 


‘where they were expected. 


The prosecutor's interrogation of the witnesses for 
the defence was designed to clicit information con- 
cerning the activities of various organisations con- 
nected with the Histadrut, such as the Hapoel Sports 
Association, of which Sirkin is a member, the Solel 
Bonch public works contracting concern, Mapai, 
and others. Many questions were also asked of 
other witnesses, who included Mrs. Golda Meyerson, 
member of the Central Committee of the Histadrut, 
about the Jewish Agency and its recruiting offices, 
while reference was continually made to Hagana, 
Plugat Machatz (known briefly as Palmach), which 
was alleged to be a Jewish striking force consisting 
of youths who are intended to harass ihe enemy m 
the event of imvasion, and the Irgun Zecvi Leumi. 
These questions were designed to show the political 
background of the illegal arms traffic. 


Defendants’. Denial 


Sirkin and Rachlin, testifying on their own behalf, 
entered a complete denial of complicity in any gun- 
running. The President of the Court rejected an 
application by the defence made ait the conclusion 
of the prosecution's testimony, that there was no 
case to answer because no physical possession of 
arms and ammunition had been proved; stating that 
if was not necessary to show physical possession, 
The defence argued that at the most only a case of 
conspiracy had to be answered, but this, too, was 
not accepted, 

The witnesses for the defence were in three main 
categories, namely, those whose testimony provided 
for an alibi for both the accused which was iniended 
to corroborate statements made about their move- 
ments on dates on which they were alleged to have 
been implicated last February and March, hand- 
writing experts, to show that entries in the forged 
Army tog-book were dissimilar to Sirkin’s hand- 
writing, and witnesses giving evidence of Sirkin’s 
good character in his pavanes employment before 
he went to Haifa on February 15. , 

Various complications arose during the hearings, 
necessitating a protraction of the trial, more impor- 
tant than others Deing the defence’s assertion that 
the two soldiers were allowed to converse with cach 
other while still under cross-examination, and the 
prosecution's allegation that a C.1.D. police-sergeant 
overheard a Hebrew Gonversation between two hand- 
‘writing experts for the defence who were cxamining 


documents in his presence, that they would give . 


biased, prearranged evidence favouring Sirkin. The 
defence’s cross-examination of the sergeant showed 
that his knowledge of Hebrew was of an elementary 
character, A third handwriting ecxpert was then 
called in. 

The closing speeches for the defence and the prose- 
cution were given last week, the former pointing out 
discrepancees in the testimony of witnesses and the 
fact that nobody had seen the arms and ammunition, 
which may not even have existed. The prosecution 
alleged the existence was proved of a “ sinister 
Organisation *’ which had unlimited funds and whose 
main aim was the possession of unlimited arms: 
its aims, it was declared by the prosecutor, were 
* directed against the policy of the Allies.”

THE allegation made against a certain London hotel of

It is understood that the matter may be made 
the subject of legal proceedings, but that has not deterred 
the Home Secretary from declaring that “if, in this case, 
there has been failure to accord to a British subject im this 
country the full equality of status and treatment to which 
he is entitled 1 would assure him that any such failure is 
deeply deplored and strongly condemned by responsible 
public opmion throughout the United Kingdom.” In

responsibility on all members of the Community to avoid 
any discrimination against a fellow British subject on 
the ground of race or colour. 

The moral and even the political basis of this responsi- 
bility is manifest and needs no stressing. To shirk and flout 
it im an insult that is wounding to both parties, cursing 
“ him that takes and him that gives.” It makes a mockery 
of all the protestations which the Allies. incessantly and 
quite sincerely reiterate, as President Roosevelt made cicar 
in bis message this week to the Negro Aid Convention. And 
if allowed to pass unchallenged it would soonct or later make 
of the world a gigantic charnel house and banish all human 
progress. As Jews we have known for the past two thousand 
years practically without resptic 
acutely than ever to-day-——the sufferings which race discrimi- 
nation can inflict. Even this country, a veritable temple of 
liberty, has not been spared its porsonous touch. Some years 
ago a Jewish V.C., entering a restaurant in Leeds, was refused 
service becatise he was a Jew. More recently a member 
of the House of Rothschild was subjected to the same 
indignity by a certain roadhouse, and for the same alleged 
reason. This course of action has extended, moreover, into 
other fields besides that of refreshment premises and 
beyond the disgraceful “Gentiles only” advertisements 
which shame too many pubhcations up and down the 
country. 
the Jew has only too good grounds for expressing himself. 

Though the Home Secretary limited his condemnation 
of mtolerance to cases in. which Britsh. subjects are con- 
cerned, the malady is world-wide and threatens grave and 
world-wide consequences. For that reason it demands 
something much more searching and objective than tears 
and remonstrance. 
spread menace? Why, for instance, do American Jews 
experience so qwuch difficulty in finding employment or rent- 
ing a flat? Why are coloured men still segregated in public 
vehicles—the Jim Crow cars? -Most of the explanations 
generally offered are only too patently attempts to rationa- 
lise sentiments of which those who hold them in. their 
subconscious minds are ashamed. They explain nothing. 
They certainly do not explain why white should dislike 
black. Professor Joad, im an. article in the SuNDAY 
DisPatcu on the colour bar, bluntly confesses, at the’ end, 
that he has not- touched the nerve of the case, which, 
he says, lies beyond argument, lies, in fact, in prejudice 


and fear. 


. “The fact that I can think of no arguments for the

until I was as black in the face as those whose case I am 
trying to upheld and it woulg@ not make the slightest 
difference to anybody.”

. THE recognition of this wise old Jewish American patriot has 


_ come after a life-time in which he has been the victim of more 


passionate abuse than any other comparable figure in U.S. pyblic 
life, including repeated attempis by the Anti-Semitic Inter- 
national to saddle his name with every sinister significance. 
He has not, of course, been the only target of anti-Jewish 
malevolence. There is the case, for instance, of Mr. Isracl 
Siefl, whose important activities, given at request, were sub- 
jected to a scurrilous agitation, the hue and cry being subse- 
quently taken up by kindred spirits on this side of the Atlantic too. 
Side by side with all this there has gone a process, referred to 
by a distinguished American non-Jewish editor recently, of 
freezing Jews out of all forms of Government service, except 
in those very important posts where their talents—like Mr. 
Baruch’s wisdom—render them quite indispensable. 
these higher quarters, as soon as their unique abilities have 
been exploited, they are speedily removed to make way for 


someone who has not the disadvantage of being Jewish in the 


land where it is declared “ all men_are born equal.” The recent 
imstance of Mr. Sidney Hillman is a case in point. Such truly 
“ un-American ” activities come ill from the country that gave 
us the Four Freedoms; and it is no kindness either to America 
or to the democratic cause to conceal them, 


THE ROOTS OF THE MATTER 


Even in- 


One of the points especially worthy of thought which is 


suggested by the article on Jewish Persecution, by Professor 
Stransky, the Czechoslovak Minister of Justice, which we publish 
this week—an article which deserves deep and long considera- 
tion—is the notion that a man or a community can beheld 
morally ireproachable even though anti-Semitism has entered 
into the emotional make-up of either of them. The delusion 
is widespread and deep-seated. It had a great vogue in the 
old “appeasement” days, as is seen by the case of the 
politician in this country, quoted by Dr. Stransky, who, even 
after the German pogroms of 1938, hailed Hitler as the extra- 
ordimary man.who had raiséd his country from defeat and 
restored it to a foremost rank, and who would be throwing 
away all these achievements if he led it into a world war. This 
overlooking of Nazism’s darker side, this supposition that anti- 
Semitism can be isolated from a country’s record as something 
quite irrelevant and unimportant, did not die in 1938: It has 
its supporters and propagators to this day, and constitutes a 
palpable danger to the efficient prosecution of the war. As 
Dr. Stransky contends, anti-Semitism is, in fact, a measure of 
existing moral deterioration which cannot be ignored and 
allowed to spread without eating into ever wider circles. Nor 
can the moral wrong be countered, let alone condoned, because 
the “Sinti-Semites have also constructed broad avenues and 
given (or promised) cheap motor cars. Their. victory in the 
war would only be built on corruption. But equally evanescent, 
the writer warns us, would be an Allied triumph if the present 
“evil inertia” is not also discarded. “1 am afraid lest 
temporary successes—and victory itself might be only a tem- 
porary success—should conceal from the world the depth of 
the abyss. on whose bifink its collapse was checked.” The 
world has to be reclaiméd from the moral torpor which led 
it to watch the pre-war Jewish persecution with indifference 
and hesitancy, and anti-Semitism has to be uprooted if the world 
is to enjoy anything like real. peace and happiness. It bodes no 
good either to Jew or Gentile that the connection between the 
general moral apathy and the Jewish tragedy should be ignored 
or forgotten. 


FILM THE JEWISH WAR EFFORT 


A CORRESPONDENT, Mrs. M. Goidberg. recently called atten- 
tion to the fact that while films have been produced of the 
war efforts of various Allied Nations, no effective propaganda 
had been done for the great struggle of the Jewish people—apart 
from a few pamphlets. She accordingly pleaded urgently for a 
Jewish War Film from which some rays of the truth about all 
that the Jews have done and suffered and are doing in the war 
could be caused to penetrate minds obfuscated and misled only 
by gross exaggerations about the comparative handful of Jews 
in. the black market. The suggestion certainly deserves care- 
ful consideration, though it is pertinent to point out that books 
about the Jewish war effort to date have been published by Mr. 
Sidney Salomon and Mr. Israel Cohen, while it is also no 
secret that a film is being made of Louis Golding’s “ Mr. 
Emmanuel,” a story, however, that did not set out with the 
specific object eur correspondent has in view. Whether propa- 
ganda films dealing specifically with the Jewish case could, as our 
correspondent belheves, be handled commercially by the film 
companies seems doubtful; yet unless such a film was able, as 
it were, to stand on its own merits it would be of little use. 
Certainly a “supported ” propaganda film as is suggested could 
not be shown in every town in the popular cinemas up and 
down the country. Audiences, it is to be feared, are not 
interested in sectional propaganda, and many of them would 
resent it. Only a genius of the first order could do justice to 
the long and varied story set in so many lands, and, of course, 
a work of genius is a law unto itself and would overcome all 
the difficulties here enumerated. The mention of these various 
snags is not undertaken with any idea of disparaging the pro- 
posal that has been made but only that the difficulties in the 


- way should not be underrated. The only real and effective 


way of bringing home to the public mind that the Jews are 
performing to the full their war duties is to let the country 


see or hear of a Jewish Army at work ia the battle areas. It would 


be more effective than all the pamphlets, books, and films ir. the 
world. For the British public, like all masses, has no time or 
inclination for endless details, and the longer the list-of individwai 


Jewish war services, the more the man-in-the-street will be. 


repelled by the prospect of having to consider, let alone study, 
such a mound of evidence. The single big thing is what is wants.

Dr. Roth Admonishes Am-Haaratzim 


At the opening ing of the Birmi Jewish 
Cultural Seciety, over which the Rey. Dr. A. Cohen 
— the presidential address was given by Dr. 

i Roth, who : ¢,on “The Function and 
Future of Jewish Culture.” 

Dr. Cecil Roth said that he was s beginning to ome 
the description of the Jews as “ the people of the 
Book,” because he found that Jews were neither 
book ‘buyers nor book readers, and were losing ail 
contact with the Book. The old tradition of devoted 
study of the Bible and the Talmud was falling into 
decay. He could see no point in keeping up Syna- 

s and communal worship ufless they were 
coed on understanding and knowledge. 

Only in Germany was Jewish culture taken 
seriously. Vast sums were spent in acquiring every 
Jewish pamphiet and book published, in order to 
distort Judaism, to demonstrate to the werld its 
unpleasantness, and to vitiate the knowledge of its 
sources and power. 

Jewish culture, said the speaker, must come down 
from the pulpit into the market place, to be used as 
a weapon of offence and defence. They were failing 
in their obligations as Jews unless they had a know- 
ledge of the ideals of the Hebrew prophets, the 
Mosaic idea of righteousness, and Isaiah's vision of 
universal peace. Neither should the Talmud be 


neglected, nor the inspiration to be derived from 
Jewish history. All should be linked up with Pales- 
tine as the expression of contemporary Jewish 


achievement and the centre of Jewish culture. 
Dr. Roth suggested, as instruments of Jewish 


cultyre, the pudiication of Jewish books, and a 
reguiar supply of Jewish literature. No Jewish 
home was complete without Jewish books. 


Communities should establish Jewish libraries as the 
repositories of facts for the younger gencration.

OUTLOOK FOR JEWRY 
Dr. Roth’s Gloomy View 


In the course of a New Year message to a South 
African Zionist paper, Dr. Cecil Roth has drawn 
the following picture of the position of Jewry in the 
world as he sees it and of the gloomy prospects for 
Jews after the war. 

“| feel kh w be my duty being 
siematised as an anti-Semite of a dcfeatist— the forchodings 
that I hawe loma felt regarding the immediate political future 
of the Jews and of Zionism. 1 cannot repress the suspicion 
that our leaders (such ss they arc} are living in a foots’ 
peradise, larecty of their own construction. have 
as their mainstay the conviction thet on the conclusion of 
the war the Jewish National Home in Palestine ix at last 
going to be implemented. Non-Zioniss. even more guillibly, 
capect the Age of Emancipation. which we knew before 
1933, to be renewed 

“I am not so dogmatically inclined in cither direction 
that | would mot be overjoyed if | imagined that the onc 
view of the other was correct; my own preferences in the 
maticr are unimportant. Both partics seem to mec. bowever, 
to be binding themecives, whether deliberately of no. to the 
facts. The settlement after the last war «o far as the Jews 
were concerned was. on the whole empathetic, but the 
results (a8 we ere now se bitterly aware) were most dis- 
appointing. At that period the Jews were. or were though 
to be. a fofce in the world. and for that reason they were 
to some extent courted by. the Powers Members of the 
Community occupied a prominent place in the public life of 
England.

Dr. Mattuck’s New Year Message 


In the course of a New Year message to his con- 
runes at the Liberal Jewish Synagogue, Rabbi 

r. L. 1. Mattuck writes : 

“The High Holy-days bring, in its most urgent 
form, the message of our religion. It is that faith 
in God and conduct based on it are the most im- 
portant things in human iife . . 

“The approach of the vietory of the United Nations 
makes # urgent to evolve a solution for the special 
problem of the Jews in the Nazi-dominated countries 
Their sufferings during the past year have been so 
great as to make it one of the most ‘tragic if Jewish 
history. . . . We mourn for the dead, victims of 
evil power. -But their. death will not have been in 
vain if tt adds fire to the Zeal to create a world wherein 
such terrible things. shall never ha pen again, a 
world pressing forward to the time when * they shall 
not hurt nor destroy in all my holy mountain, for the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of the Lord as 
the waters cover the sea. 

“The way to solve the problems confronting ‘the 
Jews is beset with controversies. Would that they 
could be resolved in unity ! But they go deep ; they 
concern the basis and purpose of Jewish life. ‘They 
affect. most immediately the future of Palestine ; 
but they involve also the future of Jews in all lands. 
A crucial decision has to be made, which will set 
the direction of Jewish life for a long time, and describe 
the position of the Jews everywhere, It is not only 
the right, but the Jewish duty, of everv Jew to formu- 
late his views and to do all he can to promote them, 
without thought of self and with tolerance fowards 
Others.

SERMON FOR JHE WEEK 
LIVING WISELY 


“ Give me understanding, that | may know 
to live.” 


OW many of us will couple this plea of the 
Psalmist with the petitiens for life which we 
_shall be utiering during the Yomim Noraim? 
For it is not the number of years we shall be allotted 
that matters so much in the long run as the use we 
make of them. This wise use of our time is the 
best testimonial we can bring before thé 
Tribunal that is to decide whether our claim to life 
8 to be granted or not. And Judaism has provided 
us with competent guidance as to the path we should 
blazon out for ourselves if Heaven is to be our 
journey's end. 

Let there be no two minds about it. Our religion 
has offered the most satisfactory philosophy of life 
yet. None of our purely scientific men has been 
able to give a reassuring answer to the question: 
Some have believed that it is 
merely a matter of atoms and that, on analysis, life 
will be perceived as‘a mere chemical process. Others 
have compared life to a machine, subject to materiel 
laws and capable of being controlled by man, These 
and other theories have left, however, a haunting 
afterthought. Something vital seemed to be missing 
from this interpretation of life, akin to that feeling 
experienced by Pharaoh when he heard the fantastic 
explanations of his dream and its recurrence from 
the mouths of his wise men, It was only when the 
“ Hebrew lad,’ Joseph, introduced the godly ele- 
ment imto his revelation that the spirit of the 
Egyptian monarch, troubled hitherto, began to 
pulsate normally within him once again. 


ORE than anything else, this war has revealed 
the nakedness of the materialistic conception 
of the universe and of the stress on the economic 
background of life. Knowing human nature as they 
did. the Talmudic Rabbis long ago told us that God 
has sent two stern but excellent teachers into the 
wortd to teach men how to live wisely—namely, the 
Bible and the Sword. “ Let Israel faithfully observe 
the guidance in the Book and there will be no need 
for them to go through the gruelling school of 
suffering creatéd by the sword.” But “ the imagina- 
tion of man’s heart is evil from his youth.” It 
required another war in our own generation to make 
us turn away in disgust from the past state o7 
affairs, when a shallow materialism, coated with a 
veneer of réligiqn, served to justify the stirrings of 
our spirit, Perhaps the very fact that we have 
suffered the agonies of two wars will help us not 
to forget the lessons so casily. Let us hope that we 
Jews, especially, will no longer be content with a 
stammering knowledge of our language and philo- 
sophy, but will probe deeper into. the spiritual roots 
of things | 
. There are, indeed, signs that the Sword has taught 
some people what the Book has failed to teach 
ancient Grecks had two words for our Hebrew 


three: whereas the Rabbi taught NAF 
“No gains without pains,” they said: Pathos 
mathos, Suffering teaches.” | 
the ficcting glimpse into the philosophy of life which 
so-many of us are now catching will ultimately 
ripen into an abiding vision. Otherwise, we shall be 
as foolish as the traveller in the desert who, on 
beholding the mirage of an oasis, emptied the 
precious remains of his water-bottle. We shall then 
be guilty of Jeremiali's indictment: “ For my people 
have committed two evils.. They have forsaken 
me, the fountain of living waters, and have hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns that can hoki 
no water.” (ii, 12-13.) 


“ CXIVE me understanding, that | may know how 

to. live The very nobility of such a prayer 
qualifies it for immediate heavenly acceptance he 
other day we read of a captive Nazi general in tears, 
hecause his tanks were scattered, his guns lost, and 
downfall and disgrace stared him in the face. He 
was learning what it meant to bleed children fo 
death in roadside ditches, what it meant when Polish 
Jews toppled over into graves dug with their own 
last strength, when Greeks dropped of starvation in 
the streets of Athens, when Czechs and Dutch and 
Belgians and Norwegians were tricked and betrayed 
and degraded. Others, like this Nazi general, are 
also now shedding tears of remorse at the discovery 
that there are two sides to the game.

YOM KIPPUR AND BLACK- 
OUT 


Chief Rabbi’s Instructions 


The Chiet Rabbi has issued the following instruc- 
trons with regard to Yom Kippur services and black- 
out regulations : 

“ As most Synagogues have no black-out arrange- 
ments, they must shorten the service on the Eve of 
Yom Kippur. 

“ The opening Kol Nidre prayer should be read 
once Only, and Chazanut should throughout the 
evening be replaced by ordinary chanting. This will 
permit the recital of all the statutory prayers (as 
well as Yaaieh, Al Chet, Ovinu Matkeynu) with 
reverence. | 

" Wherever on Kol Nidre oight there are men on 
active service whose leave docs not extend to the 
Day itself, a brief address of not more than five 
minutes should be included in the service. On the 
Day of Atonement, the concluding service, Neilah 
must close some time before Yom Kippur is over: 
therctore the Shofar is not sounded 

" The restrictions above do not apply to Syna- 
gogues which have the required black-out arrange- 
ments.

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JEWISH HEROES 
OF RUSSIA 


Many Battle Awards 


Russian Jews continue to play a valiant part in the 
bitter fight against the Nazi invaders. The names 
of Jews figure prominently in all lists of promotions 
and awards for gallantry. 


Ab?laham Herman, of Kremenchug, Commander 
of an air squadron, has been awarded the title, Hero 
ol the Soviet Union. He already holds the Order of 
the Ked Banner and the Medal for Valour. 

Herman, according to the official citation, 
been fighting since the outbreak of war, 
taken part in 76 successful Operational flights carried 
out sisea. and cighteen at the head of his squadron. 
He has himselt destroyed 38 enemy ‘planes, seven 
tanks, four heavy panzers, 74 lorries, and 230 officers 
and men. 

The cation concluded: “ In the battles 
the German occupation forces, Abraham Herman 
has shown himself a courageous, determined, and 
daring aifman and commander. He has shown great 
heroism in carrying out battle assigdments. He 
always sets an example to his men of the fighting 
spirt. He enjoys the authority and esteem of the 
entire Command and regiment. For his exemplary 
behaviour,. and his ult ment of all battle -assign- 
ments: for his daring and courage, Abraham Her- 
man is recommended for the highest title m the gilt 
of the Seviet Linion, Hero of the Soviet Union.” 

Captam Borts Rivkin, Soviet air ace, bas also 
- been awarded the title of Hero of the Soviet Union. 
Born in 1919, he has served in the Red Army since 
1937. He has been im action over 18 months, and 
so fat, bas escaped unscathed 

tn October, 1942, he was awarded the Order of the 
Red Star. In December he was awarded the Orde: 
of the Patriotic War, First Class, And at the end 
of December: he was given the Medal for the Defence 
of Stalingrad. In. his first air battle, on May 16, 
194). he brought’ down a Messerschmitt and a 
Focke-Wulf. 

in August, 1942, he was appointed Commande: 
of an air squadron on the Stalingrad front. In one 
baitle there he brought down six Messerschmitts, a 
Dornicr, a Heinkel, and two Junkers. He has made 
176 operational flights. 


Posthumously Honoured 


Licut. Moishe Spivak, who was 
fighting at Biclgorod, at the age of twenty-four, has 
been posthumously awarded the title Hera of the 
Soviet Union 

Spivak, who was born at. Narovie, in Polysia, 
joined the Red Army at the outbreak of the war. 
n his first engagement, the Commander of his unit 
was wounded, and Spivak led. the men in a charge 
into the midst of the enemy positions, killing ten 
Nazis, and capturing a German machine gun and 
six German sohiiers:

In another battle, Spivak, at the head of his com- 


pany, stormed and regained an important settlement. 
which the Germans had converted into a stronghold, 
which was holding up the Soviet advance. 

Senior Sergeant Joseph Guinik is another Jew 
who has been made a Hero of the Soviet, Union. 
Gutnik has led his unit in maty actions with ¢xcep- 
tional bravery. In one battic, he assumed command 
when the commander was wounded. 

Aithough many times wounded in action he never 
left his post during the battle. 

Lieutenant-General Jacob Kreiser, Hero of the 
Soviet Union, an active member of the Jewish Anti- 
Fascist Committee, who, it will be recalled, was 
mentioned in Stalin's Order of the Day of Septembe: 
8. has now been awarded the Kutuzov Order, First 
Class, for distinguished conduct.in the recent Donct7 
fighting. Only a short time ago, Gen. Kreiser was 
awarded the Suvorov Order, second Class. 


MOST DECORATED JEWISH 
AIRMAN 


American Cohen’s 12 Honours 


Sergeant Schiller Cohen, of the U.S, Army Air 
Corps, is the most decorated Jewish Serviceman up 
to date in this war—he has won the American Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross, the Air Medal, and ten 
Oak Leaf Clusters to the Air Meda! (roughly speak - 
ing, an Oak Leaf Cluster is equivalent to a “ bar” 
in British decorations). In honour of his achieve- 
ments, reports the Jewish Welfare Board, of New 
York, Sergeant Schiller was given a reception at 
7 Loew's Paradise Theatre in the Bronx, where he was 
chief usher before he joined the Army. 

Sergeant Cohen, who is 23 and is an air-gunner, 
has made 52 operational flights over territory 
from England and from Tunisia He has shot down 
one cnemay plane and probably four others, whitst 
has beaten oft attacks on. his bombers.

THE OSLO PRISON 
SHIP 
Horrors Described by. 
Eye-Witness 


An cye-witness’s account of the appalling condi- 
tions under which the deportation of Jews from 
Norway to Germany was carried out in November 
last has been published in the Swedish press, says 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. The account 1s 
based on a letter from a Norwegian seaman w 
served in the ship which carried the deportees. ° 

The Jews, the report, says, were taken in lorries 
or, in the case of very sick people, in buses down to 
the harbour near Filipstad, in Osio German and 
Norwegian Nazi guards prevented the deportces 
from taking leave of their friends. The Jews were 
immediately put on board sup. the S.S. Kiel, and 
were given numbered “discs. Embarkation went on 
from seven one morning till one o'clock the follow- 
ing morning. The Jews were herded into the two 
foremost holds where straw mattresses had been 
spread out on the deck Space. was extremely 
restricted because the deportees numbered 200 more 
than had been expected. The youngest was a hitice 
boy of six or seven and the cidest was over erehty 

Later nv the morning the ship sailed The sea 
was rough, and conditions in the holds soon became 
intolerable. Few of the prisoners were not seasick, 
and the stench was indescribable. The madequate 
facilities soon. became unusable. Only im 
‘ptronal circumstances was anyonc 
dec 


Attempted Suicides 


Some tragic scenes were witnessed. One young 
Jew tried to take his life by cutting an artery ~~ 
ihe lid of a tim: another tried to jump overboard, A 
woman gave birth to a child down in the boul and 
was only allowed to move amidships after she tried 
to kill the child, 

The was most'meagre and invariably con- 
sisted of soup and a dry prece of bread doled out 
twice a ‘den The guards were very severe, and to 
move or to speak risked the bringing of batons 
and fists into play. In order to obtain permission to 
go on deck or to the lavatory, a prisoner would first 
ave to kneel down and kiss the boots of the guard 

Those who were seasick were, hosed with water 
from the deck. xe hose was also used to clean the 
holds, with the result that straw mattresses and 
clothing became soaked and never dried. throughout 
the voyage 

The ship cast anchor wutside Copenhagen, and the 
woman with the baby together with a very sick old 
man and the young Jew who tried to Commit Suicide 
were taken away im a police boat—" to hospital ° 
it was said 

On.arrival in Germany. the prisoners were allowed 
to take only a few of thear miserable possessions with 
them, The rest were thrown overboard, or burst

M.P.s & PALESTINE 
Demand for its Fulfilment 


There was some plain speaking about the Govern- 
ment’s failure to carry out the Mantlate for Pales- 
tine at a memorial meeting to the late Lord Wedg- 
wood held by the Zionist Federation of Great 
Britain and Ireland at Friends’ House, Euston Road, 
N.W.1, fast week. Dr. Chaim Weizmann presided 

Dr. Weizmann said they were assembled to honour 
the memory of a great Englishman, great patriot 
a great champron of all those who were submerecd 
and -under-priviteged, among whom they could 
rightly count. the Jews. Thet was why Lord Wedg 
weod stood in the forefront of all those who fought 
for the Jewish cause masmuch as it was connected 
with Paicstine. Sometimes he went so far as to 
blame them for not being radical enough in. their 
demands or in their methods of expressing their 
wishes and their ideals: He was suffering m that 
respect from 4 sort of sacred mmpatience He was 
impatient sometimes with them He was certainly 
greatiy wopatent with those people who had 
in their hands to conduct the affairs of Palestine, 
particularly the Palestine Administration, and Lord 
Wedgwood minced no words in criticising then 
actions and: their behaviowr. Lord Wedgwood was 
the ermbodiment of the fight for jwstice, and that was 
the cause of the great affinity between him and them 

After recalling Lord Wedgwood's Gnnection with 
the Parliamentary Palestine Commiitec, Dr. Weir 
mann sand he was one of the few who understood 
that the fact that the Jewish problem had never 
really commanded the full attention of the non 
Jewish. world had made # possible for the Nazis to 
use it as a sort of “Sixth Column” in order 16 disrupt 
society before they attacked ut. physically. “And, 
added Dr. Weizmann, “if the Jewish problent is not 
settled im a spirit of statesmanship and gencrosily 
after thus war, i will leave again an open sore and a 
focus of smnfection which may affect very fundamentally 
ite pouce which. we so desire.” 


Focal Point of the Problem 


Palestine was the focal and central point of the 
Jewish probiem. tLvery other solution of the Jewish 
probicm quissde Palestine was merciy a palliative, 
and the desire to offer Jews all sorts of territories 
outside Palestine was merely a fantasy which would 
never either contribute an’ 
solution of ihe problem or be capable of 
like @ practical realisation 

Lord Davies saul 4 was indeed fitting that that 
meeting should be held under the auspices: of the 
Zionist Pederatron, because no Lneglishman, Scots 
man, or Weishman bad served the Jewish cause so 
fatthtully, coorageousiy, and loyally. as Jostah 
Wedgwood. Was it surprising that he should throw 
tumself whoicheartedly into the struggle to secure a 
National Home for Jewry im Palestine and that he 
should have become a warm supporter of the ideals 
and aspirations of Zionism ?. His innate. sympathy 
for all. oppressed and suffering peoples,-his keen 
sense of justice, and his robust common sense im 
pelied him. to champion a.cause which he knew in 
ms heart to be righteous ahd_jisi. And nol only 


was he urged by these. promptiigs to- appeal to his . 


fcllow-countrymen in support of the poly and 
activities of the Zionist Federation, but he was also 
jealous for the honour and the reputation of his own 
country.. He realised that the Balfour Declaration 
was a solemn pledge to Jewry all over the world, 


in recognition of Jewish hgip and sacrifices made by 


the Jewish people in the last war 

lt was a pledge which had been endorsed by 
Parliament. on behalf of the British people. “Josh” 
Wedgwood believed that promises should be kept 
and not broken. He believed that ther word was 
their bond. and in defence of their honour as 4 nation 
he fought grimly and unceasingly against the tide of 
reaction, misrepresentation, ignorance, and betrayal 
which had un ortunately so often characterised the

CONDEMNED JEWS REBEL 


Jewish prisoners in. the natorious concentration 
camp of Treblinka successiully rose in revolt against 
the Nazi butchers in the middle of August, says a 
report received in London through the underground 
channels of the Polish Government. 

The internees set fire to the barracks where they 
were awaiting execution. They also burned down 
the gas chamber and all the camp buildings. In the 
general coniusion, many prisoners managed to 
escape 

The report adds that Jews in the Bialystok ghetto 
are still carrying on the fi fight against the Gestapo. 

An appeal to the Polisi population to assist Jews 
in their fight against. the Germans was broadcast 
over the clandestine Polish siation “ Swit.” The 
appeal urged the Poles to shelter Jews wits from 
ghettoes and camps.

MR. BEVIN’S STATEMENT 


Mr. Bevin, Minister of Labour, was asked by 
Miss Rathbone to what extent arrangements had been 
made to utilise the services of the large number of 
aliens now in this country. He reptied by circulating 
the following in the official report : 
(a) THE Poaces. 


The Ailied Powers (War Service) Act. 1947. gives me 
power by Order in Cowncil to conscript into the British 
Forces male Allicd nationals of military age who have not 
joined their national forces or been exempted from service 
by their own Governments.

Debate at Anglo-Palestinian Clab 

At a members’ debate at the 


Club which took place recently, Victor 
Misheon proposed and Mr, M. Rosetté opposed the 


motion “ That anti-Semitism is a pheriomenen in 


British life, which can be combeted by efiective 
propaganda 

Ihe Chairman was Mr. Sxiney Salomon, the 
Secretary and Press Officer to the Jewish Deience 
Committee of the Board of Deputies 

Mr. Mishcon said that anti-Semitism m. this 
country was based upon prejudice which had its 
reots in wrongful education and wrongful beliefs 
about the Jew 

Referring to his experiences as a propagandist for 
the Jewish question at outdoor meetings, Mr. Mish- 
con said that sonic people could be cured of that 
prejudice but there were othets who were incurabic: 

lo bring about a Zionist policy there had to. be 
eficctive propaganda so that pcople would realise 
that Palestine should be given to Jewry. Even when 
Zionism had reached a chapter which one hoped 
would be magnificently brilliant in the history of 
their people, there would still have to be effective 
propaganda so that the Jew remained fanhtul to the 
community. ‘While he agreed that Zionism was the 
only solution of the Jewish problem, it was his view 
that effective propaganda could halt the onward 
march of anti-Semitism 

Mr. Rosetté said it was his contention that anti- 
Scmitism was a xenophobia which existed in every 
community and which was directed against the Jew 
because the Jew happened to be the most con- 
venient victim. Anti-Semitism was due to the vuinera- 
bility which resulted from. the homelessness of the 
Jewish people and it would not be eradicated until 


that homelessacis was removed. Hitler had. burst the 


bubble that Jews ‘were essential to the community 
in which they existed. As long as Jews were a 
hefpless minority, this anti-defamation propaganda 
must continue to be a losing battle. 

Anti-Semitism could not be combated by pro- 
paganda—it could only be combated when the 
system under which they lived was altered and when 
the position of the Jewish people throughout the 
world was restored to normality. 

A discussion followed, in the course of which the 
Chairman took part. The English people, said Mr. 
Salomon, were not fundamentally anti-Semitic. Bat 
what they had not to overlook was the dnti-Semitic 
campaign to which they had been subjected since 
1933. ey could do a lot to defeat it, as they had 
done when Mosicy tried 40 gain power in this 
country.

PLENARY CONFERENCE IN 
PALESTINE ? 


Leading Zionists Gathering 

The arrival in Palestine is expected im the neat 
few weeks of a number of leading Zionists from 
abroad. incleding Mr. Beri Locker, from London 
(who is already on his way), and Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann and Mr. Robert Szold,. from the United 
States. Its hoped m Jerusalem that Dr. Weizmann 
will be able to visit Palestine im the course of the 
actumn. 

Efforts are being made. states Palcor, to arrange 
for visits to Palestine of Zionist leaders from other 
centres, with a view to holding a World Zionist 
Conference in Palestine. taking the form of a 
plenary sexsion of the Zionist General Council. 


NEW YEAR APPEAL TO JEWISH 


PEOPLE 
Zionist Executive's Message 


The Zionist Executive m Jcrusaiem has published 
a manifesto. addressed to the World Zionst movec- 
ment, on the occasion of Rosh Hashana, stating that 

‘one of the most terrible years in the long histor 
of our people's sufferings has rust passed hthoug 
the horizon is already beginning to brighten with 
the prospects of wictory, and the annshilation of 
the powers of darkness has begun. our nation must 
endure at this very hour the betterest of all its bitter 
ecaipenences 

“it is with a sense of untold tragedy,” the mani- 
festo continues, “ that we move towards the New 
Year and the approaching victory. In these days. 
the World Ziomst Organisation i called upon to 
gather ail its forces to prepare for the future.” 

It- is recatied that during the past year efforts 
were made to bring dbout unity among Zionists and 
to. rallvw the Jewrsh people wi the free countries 
arourid the Jewish fundamental demands. “ We are 
firm om our farh.” conchades the manifesto. that 
the remnants of the Jewrsh nation. ie what 
es ahead of them, will march upright along the 
only path to Zion, calling on you to dee a the 
work, faithiul to our weal and prepared for action. 
in the hope of the speedy redemption of Isracl, we 
wish you a New Year of victory and salvation.” 


COMBATING HIGH COST OF 
LIVING 


“Palestine Restaurants” and Price 
Controls 


The Palestine Government.is making cforts to 
bring down the high cost of living, & is stated im an 
official communiqué issued in Jerusalem.’ 

The communiqué announces measures for 
economic m time of war, including 
the formation of War Economic Advisory Council 
on which representatives, of the public will serve 
with a view to framing icewletron designed to com- 


bat inflationary Y*endencies which have become 
evident in the country for some time past. Com- 
munal “ Palestine restaurents on the hines of the 


British Restaurants arc to be opened, and maximum 
prices are Being fixed for eggs, vegetables, frust, 
powdered milk 

There is to be a tightening up in various branches 
of food distribution, especially of beef, and control 
of the marketing of milk, mchoding the importation 
of powdered nik. 


INDUSTRY'S PLACE IN POST-WAR 
DEVELOPMENT 


‘The view that post-war reconstruction in Palestine 
must be based On the development of industry, to be 
aided by a comprehensive scheme to organise and 
expand the export of industrial products, was ¢x- 
pressed by Dr. Emil Schmorak, head of the Jewish 
Agency Depariment for Trade and Industry, address- 
press conference in Tel-Aviv. 

Yr. Schmorak reported on his conversations with 
economic experts in Turkey, as well as with British 
and American trade representatives and cxperts in 
countries of the Middle and Far East, and said that 
in the course of these conversations it had become 
clear that there Were possibilities for developing 
the export trade of Palestine and that Palestinian 
industry had good prospects in competing with the 
local industfies of many Eastern cowntries. The 
attitude of the Palestine Government, Dr. Schmorak 
added, was, however, sull the main‘ obstacle in the 
way of organised export. 

In conclusion, he stated that Turkish raw materials, 
a iron _ copper, and other metals, might 

be exchanged | for Palestinian products. 


ZIONIST DICTIONARY OF 
BIOGRAPHY 


A committee of Zionist veterans, reports Palcor 
from Jerusalem, is now engaged in. collecting’ 
biographical material relating to persons active in 
the Zronsst movement, and has mapped out a pro- 
posed “ Zionist Dictionary of Biography.” 

Any person who held an mmportant place in the 
Zionist Organisation, such as chairmen or secre- 
taries of Federations, Unions, and socicties, Con- 
gress delegates, active pudiicity workers, and 
educators, helpers of the national funds, authors, 
friends of Zionism. and others who have won dis- 
tinction in the Zionist movement are to be included. 


The Executive of the Jewish Agency, Palcor 
reports, as devoting much attention to the problems 
of post-war planning, particularly through its 
Economic Research Institute. It is hoped to clarify 
the many possibilities that exist for the absorption 
of immigrants. into Palestine and to prepare for the 
transition period. from war-time to peace-time

officers and N.C.O.s gave evidence regarding the 
passage of trucks in which arms were carried and 
theirs non-arrival at the R.A.O.C. depét at Haifa 
where they were capected. 

The prosecutor's mterrogation of the witnesses for 
the defence was designed to elicit information con- 
cerning the activetees of various organisations con- 
nected with the Histadrut, such as the Hapoe! Sport« 
Association, of which Sirkin is a member. the Solel 
Boneh public works contracting Mapai. 
and others: Many questions were also asked of 
other witnesses. who included Mrs. Golda Meyerson, 
member of the Central Committee of the Histadrut, 
about the Jewnsh Agency and its recruiting offices, 
winle reference wag, continually made to Hagana, 
Plugat Machatz (known briefly as Palmach), which 
was alleged to be a Jewish striking force consisting 
of youths who are intended to harass the enemy in 
the event of mvasion, and the Irgun Zev Leumi. 
These questions were designed to show the political 
background. of the illegal arms traffic 


Defendants’ Denial 


Sirkin and Rachiin, testifying on their own behalf 
entered a complete denial of complicity m any gz 
running. Presmient of the Court rejected an 
applacation by the defence made at the conclusion 
of the prosecution's testimony, that there was no 
case to answer because no physical possession of 


arms and ammunstion had Deen proved, stating that 


it was not necessary to show physical possession. 
The defence argued thet at the most only a case of 
conspiracy had to be answered, but this, too, was 
not accepicd. 

The witnesses for the defence were in three mam 
categories, namely, those whose testimony provided 
for an ahti for both the accused which was miended 
io corroborate statements made about their move- 
ments on dates on which they were alleged to have 
been implicated ijast. February and March, hand- 
writing experts, to show that entries in the forged 
Army log-book were dissimilar to Sirkin’s hand- 
writing, and witnesses giving evidence of Siikm's 
good character m. his previous employment belore 
he went to Haifa on February 15: 

Varrous comphcations arose during the hearings, 
necessitating a protraction of the trial, more impor- 
tant than others being the defences assertion that 
the two soldiers were allowed to converse with cach 
other while still under cross-cxamination, and the 
Prosecution’s allegation that a C.1.D. police-sergeant 
overheard a Hebrew conversation between two hand- 
writing experts for the defence who. Were cxamining 
documents in his presence, that they would give 
biased, prearranged evidence favouring Sirkin. The 
defences cross-examination of the sergeant showed 
that his knowledge of Hebrew was of an clementary 
character, A third handwriting expert was then 
called in. 

The closing speeches for the defence and the prose- 
cution were given last week; the former pointing out 
discrepancies in the testimony of witnesses and the 
fact that nobody had seen the arms and ammunition, 
which may not even have existed. The prosectiion 
alleged the existence was proved of a “ sinister 
organisation “ which had unlimited funds and whose 
main aim was the possession of unlimited arms - 
its aims, it was declared by the prosecutor, were 
“ directed against the policy of the Alfics.” 

The sentences, which are subject to confirmation 
by the G.O.C. Palestine, were passed as recorded in 
the first paragraph of this cable, on page T.

THE DREAD OF POGROMS 
Holy-Days Fears 


Jews left alive in Galicia, because they are “useful 
workers,” live in dread that they will be massacred 
during the Festivals, it is reported by Polish 
Jews who have succeeded in escaping to Hungary 
and Rumania. The reports say that the fears of the 
Jews are based on the experiences of the last two 
years. Jews were left more or less alone until Passover, 
when they were killed in tens of thousands 
subsequent festivals the massacres were repeated. 

At present there are only a few thousand Jews left 
in Galicia and they are ali confined to labour camps 
near Lwow, Bochnia, Drohobycz, Stanislawow, and 
Tarnopol. 

The first mass slaughter of Jews ir Galitia started 
on Passovér, 1942. here was a relative lull after 
this tll the Festivals in autumn, durimg which 
12,000 Jews were executed in Stanistawow, 2,000 in 
Kossow, and 20,000 in Horodenko, Zablotow, and

hier these terrible pogroms there was another 
period of calm until Passover, 1943, when the Nazis 
renewed the mass executions. In one day 8,000 Jews 
were massacred in Sniatyn, where all Jews from the 
neighbouring township had been concentrated. Only 
700 Jews had been left alive in the whole. of the 
Sniatyn district. They were forced to work as 
specialists an German enterprises, bul on Shevuot, 
1943. these too were killed

Dr. Solodukha’s two sons have been killed in 
action. The elder was a gifted gco-physicist, atid 
‘had been a lecturer af the Institute of Mining 

Siavery in Jewish Society in. Iraq and Syria in 
the Third and Fifth Centurfes of our Era * The 
Significance of Jewish Memorials of Early Medieval 
Times in the History of the Near East.” and “ The 
Social and Economia woe of Jewish Society in 
Iraq and Syria in the 1 d and Fifth Centuries of 
our Era” are some Dr. Solodukha’s 
works 

Discussing his latest work, Dr. Solodukha said, 
* On the basis of careful study of materai, i have 
tried. to refute the view that this Jewmh materia! 
cannot possibly. be accurately dated, and therefore 
cannot be used for scientific purposes, . 1 am also 
trying to establish the social standing ol the authors 
and compilers of the Babylonian Talmud, which 
absorbed many elements of the creative genius of the 
widest possible sections of democratic Jewish society 
in Babvionia.” 


THE FLYING DOCTOR

In 
another part of his statement, Mr. Morrison insisted on the 
responsibility on all members of the Community to avoid 
any discrimination against a fellow British subject: on 
the ground of race or colour. 

The moral and even the political basis of this responsi- 
bility is manifest afd needs no stressing. To shirk and flout 
it is an insult that is wounding to both parties, cursing 
“ him that takes and him that gives.” li makes a mockery 
of all the protestations which the Allics incessantly and 
quite sincerely reiterate, as President Roosevelt made clear 
in his fnessage this week to the Negro Aid Convention. And 
if allowed to pass unchallenged it would sooner or later make 
of the world a gigantic charnel howse and banish ali human 
progress. As Jews we have known for the past two thousand 
years. practically without respite—and are feeling more 
dcutely than ever to-day——the sufferings which race discrimi- 
nation can inflict. Even this.country, a veritable temple of 
liberty, has not been spared its potsonous touch. Some years 
ago a Jewish V.C., entering a restaurant in Leeds, was refused 
service because he was a Jew. More recently a member 
of the House of Rothschild was subjected to the same 
indignity by a certain roadhouse, and for the same alleged 
reason. This course of action has extended, moreover, into 
other fields besides that of refreshment premises and 
beydnd the disgraceful “Gentiles only ™ advertisements 
which shame too. many publications up and down the 
country. The whole subject is, of course, one on which 
the Jew has Only too. good grounds for expréssing himself. 

Though the Home Secretary limited his condemnation 


of intolerance to cases in which British subjects are con-. 


cerned, the malady is world-wide and threatens grave and 
world-wide consequences. For that reason it demands 
something much more searching and objective than tears 
and remonstrance. What is at the bottom of this wide- 
spread menace? Why, for instance, do American Jews 
experience so giuch difficulty m finding employment or rent- 
ing a flat? Why are coloured men still segregated in public 
vehicles——the Jim Crow cars? Most of the explanations 
generally offered are only too pateotly attempts to rationa- 
lise sentiments of which those who hold them in their 
subconscious minds are ashamed. They explain nothing. 


_ They certainly do not explain why white should dislike 


black. Professor Joad, in an article in the SUNDAY 
Dispatcu on the colour bar; bluntly confesses, at the end, 
that he has not touched the nerve of the case, which, 
he says, lies beyond argument, lies, in fact, m prejudice 
and fear.

RUSSIA’S ATTITUDE TO RELIGION 


ANNOUNCING that his visit to. Moscow, by invitation of the 
Russian Orthodox Church, would be followed by the sending 
of a delegation from that body to this country, the Archbishop 
of York expressed the view that full religious freedom existed 


‘ mn the Soviet Union. Coming from so high and authoritative 


a source, this statement must be accepted as correct, and more 
especially since it implies that it was based upon inquiry made 
on the spot. As such, it will be received with satisfaction not 
anly by Christians in this country but also by Jews. In both 
communities there has been, in the past, much disquiectude as 
to the degree of religious freedom conceded in Russia. It will 
be remembered that one of the strongest evidences of religious 
intolerance adduced in days gone by was the fact, or allega- 
tion, that-the congregations in churches and synagogues con- 
sisted in the main, if not entirely, of old people who had 
resisted the estranging influences at, work. But the Archbishop 
assures ‘us that at church services he attended he had been 
impressed by the fact that the majority of the congregation 
were under 45, a change which would strongly argue the pre-

DescRIBING the discussions that have been taking place in. 


the United States Senate Committee on the Bill to delay the 
conscription of married men with children, Mr. Alistair Cook, 
the well-known American commentator, had some notable 
things to say, in the course of his B.B.C. American Commentary, 
about the services rendered to his country’s moral. by’ our 
famous coreligionist; Mr. Bernard Baruch. It is well to 


remember, by the way, that Mr. Baruch’s services to his. 


country were as distinguished in the last war, when the Hitlerist 
persecution was undreamt of, as on the present occasion. It 
appears that last week the people of the United States were very 
considerably in the dumps, beset with doubts over the need for 
the additional “call-up,” and very unhappy about the whole 


. question of the efficiency of the violently expanded American 


Government machine which is handling the innumerable war 
problems. Senator Wheeler (an individual not exactly known 
for enthusiasm for the war) had sought to cash in on the 
supposed crisis of American moral with his Bill to delay the 
call-up of fathers, and in his plea for it before the Senate 
Committee, his picture of the American administration was 


. calculated to drive public spirits down to a “new low.” At 


this critical moment the simple yet overwhelmingly forceful 
manner in which Mr. Baruch dealt with Mr. Wheeler's case 
not only restored the Committee's confidence—and, what is 
much more important, that of the people of the U.S.A.—but 
also won unequivocal support for the Chief of Staff's demands. _ 


SECOND-RATE CITIZENSHIP 4 
THE recognition of this wise old Jewish American patriot has 
come after a life-time in which he has bétn the victim of more> 
passionate abuse than any other comparable figure in U.S. public 
life, including repeated attempts by the Anti-Semitic Inter- 
national to saddle his name with every sinister significance. 
He has not, of course, been the only target of anti-Jewish 
malevolence. There is the case, for instance, of Mr. Israel 
Sieff, whese i nt activities,’ given at request, were sub- 
jected to a scurrilous agitation, the hue and cry being subse- 
quently taken up by kindred spirits on this side of the Atlantic too. 
Side by side with all this there has gone a process, referred to 
by a distinguished American non-Jewish editor recently, of 
freezing Jews out of all forms of Government service, except 
in those very important posts where their talents—like Mr. 
Baruch’s. wisdom—render them quite indispefisable. Even in 
these higher quarters, as soon as their- unique abilities have 
been exploited, they aré speedily removed to make way for 
someone who has not the disadvantage of being JeWish in the 
land where it is declared “ all men are born equal.” The recent 
instance of Mr. Sidney Hillman is a case in point. Such truly 
“ un-American “ activities come ill from the country that gave 
us the Four Freedoms; and it is no kindness either to America 

or to the democratic cause to conceal them. 


THE ROOTS OF THE MATTER 


One of the points especially worthy of thought which is 
suggested by the article on Jewish Persecution, by Professor 
Stransky, the Czechoslovak Minister of Justice, which we publish 
this week—an article which deserves deep and long considera- 
tion—is the notion that a man or a community can be held 
morally irreproachable even though anti-Semitism has entered 
into the emotional make-up of -cither of them. The delusion 
is widespread and deep-seated. It had a great vogue in the 
old “appeasement” days, as is seen by the case of the 
politician in this country, quoted by Dr. Stransky; who, even 
after the German pogroms of 193%, Railed Hitler as the extra- 
ordinary man who had raised his country from defeat and 
restored it to a foremost rank, and who would be throwing 
away all these achievements if he led it into a world war. This 
overlooking of Nazism’s darker side, this supposition that anti- 
Semitism can be isolated from a-country’s record as something 
quite irrelevant and unimportant, did nct die in 1938. HK has . 


_its supporters and propagators to this day, and constitutes a 


palpable danger to the efficient prosecution of the war. As 
Dr. Stransky cantetds, anti-Semitism is, in fact, a measure of 
existing moral deterioration which canhot be ignored and 
allowed to spread without eating into ever wider circles. Nor 


can the moral wrong be countered, let alone condoned, because 


the anti-Semites have also constructed broad avenues and 
given (or promised) cheap motor cars. Their victory in the 
war would only be built on corruption. But equally evanescent, 
the writer warns us, would be an Allied triumph. if the present 
“evil inertia” is not also discarded. “1 am afraid: test 
temporary successes—and victory itself might be only a tem- 
porary. success—should conceal from the world the depth of 
the abyss on whose brink its collapse was checked.” The 
world has to be reclaimed from the moral torpor which led — 
it to watch the pre-war Jewish persecution with indifference 
and hesitancy, and anti-Semitism has to be uprooted if the world 
is to enjoy anything like real peace and happiness. . It bodes no 
good either to Jew or Gentile that the connection bet¥%een the 
general moral apathy and the Jewish tragedy should be ignored 
or forgotten. | 


FILM THE JEWISH WAR EFFORT 


A CORRESPONDENT, Mrs. M. Goldberg, recently called atten- 
tion to the fact that while films have been produced of the 
war efforts of various Allied Nations, no effective propaganda 
had been done for the great struggle of the Jewish people—apart 
from a few pamphlets. She accordingly pleaded urgently for a 
Jewish War Film from which some rays of the truth about all 
that the Jews have done and suffered and are doing in the war 
could be caused to penetrate minds obfuscated and misled only 
by gross exaggerations about the comparative handful of Jews 
in the black market. The suggestion certainly deserves care- 
ful consideration, though it is pertinent to peint out that books 
about the Jewish war effort to date have been published by Mr. 
Sidney Salomon and Mr. Israel Cohen, while it is also no 
secret that a film is being made of Louis Golding’s “ Mr. 
Emmanuel,” a story, however, that did not set out with the 
specific object our correspondent has in view. Whether propa- 
ganda films dealing specifically with the Jewish case could, as our 
correspondent believes, be handled commercially by the film 
companies seems doubtful; yet unless such a film was able, as 
it were, to stand on its own merits it would be of little use. 
Certainly a “ supported ” propaganda film as is suggested could 
not be shown in every town in the popular cinemas up and 
down the country. Audiences, it is to be feared. are not 
interested in sectional propaganda, and many of them would 
resent it. Only a genius of the first order could do justice to 
the long and varied story set in so many lands, and, of course, 
a work of genius is a law unto itself and would overcome all 
the difficulties here enumerated. The mention of these various 
snags is not undertaken with any idea of disparaging the pro- 
posal that has been made but only that the difficulties in the 
way should not be underrated. The only real and effective 
way of bringing home to the public mind that the Jews are 
performing to the full their war duties is to let the country — 
see or hear of a Jewish Army at work in the battle areas. It would 
be more effective than all the pamphlets, books, and films ir. the 
world. For the British public, like all masses, has no time or 
inclination for endless details, and the longer the list of individual 
Jewish war services, the more the man-in-the-street will be

EDUCATION AFTER 
BARMITZVAH 


Leeds Makes Plans 


The development of extensive post-Barmitzvah 
education was the subject of a scheme discussed at a 
meeting of the Leeds Jewish Education Board. 

Thé Rev. Isaac Cohen, Chairman of the Board, 
said that as a result of the recent White Paper on 
education it was clear that the Board would be called 
upon to extend very greatly the scope of its activi- 
ties. The organisation of study courses among 
all Jewish Youth Groups should be encouraged and 
financed by the Board. It was probable that new 
educational! schemes would have to provide for about 
500 adolescent boys and girls. 3 

Dr. Aron Cohen, Organising Secretary, sand he 
was able to start a number of study courses at once 
at the Zionist Youth House and the Torah V’ Avodah 
Merkaz Limmud. Funds, however, were required 
for the payment of teachers and the provision of 
books and equipment. 

Messrs. M. Silman and L. Wigoder welcomed the 
opportunity of teaching older boys and girls. It was 
agreed that a gram be made to assist the youth 
organisation in this work. 

Mr, A. M. Hurwitz, Chairman of the Leeds 
Talmud Torah, said that the Council of the Talmud 
Torah, which had already borne the expense of the 
morning teaching for 300 girls, would be sprepared 
to give further financial assistance to the Board to 
provide facilitres for post-Barmitzvah education. 

The Chairman announced that on the basis of the 
Talmud Torah's offer a complete scheme would be 
presented to the Board.

Cecil Roth wid that he was beginning to oe 


the Jews as “ the people of the 
Book,” because he found that Jews were neither 

buyers nor book readers, and were losing al! 
contact with the Book. The old tradition of devoted 
rte of the Bible and the Talmud was fallin i 

He could see no point in keeping up 
porues and communal worship unless they ne 
ased on-understanding and know 

Only in Germany was Jewish culture taken 
seriously. Vast sums were spent in acquiring every 
Jewish pamphiet and book published. in order to 
distort Judaism, to demonstrate to the world its 
unpleasantness, ‘and to vitiate the knowledge of its 
sources and power. 

Jewish culture, said the Speaker, must come down 
from the pulpit into the market place, to be used as 
a weapon of offence and defence. They were failing 
in cretr obligations as Jews unless they had a know- 
ledge of the ideals of the Hebrew prophets, the 
Mosaic idea of righteousness, and Isaiah's vision of 
universal peace. Neither should the Talniud be 
neglected, nor the inspiration to be derived from 
Jewish history. All should be linked up with Pales- 
tine as the expression of coniemporary Jewish 
achievement and the centre of Jewish culture 

Dr. Roth suggested, as instruments of Jewish 


culture, the publication of Jewish books, and a 
reguiar supply of Jewish Witerature. No Jewish 
home was compicte without Jewish books. 


Communities should establish Jewish libraries as the 
repositories of facts for the younger genecration. 
Another adjunct was a Jewish museum. The speaker 
welcomed the formation of the Birmingham Society. 

Dr. Roth was thanked for his address on the 
motion of Mr. Harry Levine, seconded by Mr. S.

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 
LIVING WISELY 


“ Give me understanding, that 1 may know 
how to live.” 


H°s many of us will couple this plea of the: 


Psalmist with the petitions for life which we 
Shall be uttering during the Yomim Noraim? 
For it is not the umber of years we shall be allotted 
that matters so much in the long run as the use we 
make of them. This wise use of our time is the 
best testimonial we can bring before the Heaven! 
Tribunal that is to decide whether our claim to life 
iS to be granted or not. And Judaism has provided 
us with Competent guidance as to the path we should 
blazon out for ourselves if Heaven is to be our 
jyourney's end. 


Let there be no two minds about it. Our religion 

s offered the most satisfactory philosophy of life 
yet. None of our purely scientific men has been 
give @ reassuring answer to the question: 
“ What is Life?" Some have believed that it is 
merely a matter of atoms and that, on analysis: life 
will be perceived as a mere chemical process. Others 
have compared life to a machine, subject to material 
laws and capable of being controlled by man. These 
and other theories have left, however, a haunting 
afterthought. Something vital seemed to be missing 
from this interpretation of life, akin to that feeling 
experienced by Pharaoh when he heard the fantastic 
explanations of his dream and its recurrence from 
the mouths of his wise men. It was only when the 
™ Hebrew lad,” Joséph, introduced the godby ele- 
ment into his revelation that the spirit of the 
Egyptian monarch, troubled hitherto, began to 
pulsate normally within him once again. 


Mere than anything cise, this war has revealed 
the nakedaess of the materialistic conception 
of the universe and of the stress on the economic 
background of life. Knowing human nature as they 
dui, the Talmudic Rabbis long ago told us that God 
has sent. two stern but excellent teachers into the 
world to teach men how to live wiscly—namely, the 
Bible and the Sword. “ Let Israci faithfully observe 
the guidance in the Book and there ‘will be no need 
for them to go through the gruciling school of 
suffering created by the sword.” But “ the imagima- 
tion of man’s heart is evil from his. youth.” It 
required another war in our own generation to make 
us turn away in disgust from the past state of 
affairs, when a shallow materialsm, coated with a 
venetr. of religion, served to justify the stirrings of 
our spirit. Waebnaee the very fact that we have 
suffered the agonics of two wars wll help us not 
to forget the lessons. so easily... Let us hope that we 
Jews. especially, will no longer be content with a 
stammering knowledge of our language and. philo- 
sophy, but will probe deeper into the spiritual roots 
of things. 
There are, indeed. signs that the Sword has taught 
some people what the Book has failed to teach. 
ancient Greeks had two-words for our Hebrew 


three : whereas the Rabbi taught N“3N MWY 
gains without pains,” they said: Pathos 
mathos, Suffering teaches,”’. is to be hoped that 
the ficeting glimpse into the philosophy of life which 
sQ many of us are now catching will ultimately 
ripen into an abiding vision. Otherwise, we shall be 
as foolish as the traveller in the desert who, on 
beholding the mirage of an oasis, emptied the 

recious remains of his water-bottle. We shall then 
~ guilty of Jeremiah’s indictment: “ For my people 
have committed two evils. They have forsaken 
me, the fountain of living waters, and have hewed 
them out cisterns, broken cisterns that can hold 
no water.” (i, 12-13.) 


(v= me understanding, that. may know how 

to live.” ‘The very nobility of such a prares 
qualifies it for immediate heavenly acceptance. e 
other day we read of a captive Nazi general! in tears 
because his tanks were Scattered, his guns lost, and 
downfall and disgrace stared him in the face. He 
was learning what it meant to bieed children to 
death in roadside ditches, what it meant when Polish 
Jews toppled over into graves dug with their own 
last strength, when Greeks dropped of starvation in 
the streets of Athens, when Czechs and Dutch and 
Belgians and Norwegians were tricked and betrayed 
and degraded. Others, like this Nazi general, are 
atso now shedding tears of remorse at the discovery 
that there are two sides to the game. The butcher 


weeps as the knife slips in his hand and its point 


grows red with his own blood. 

There is a story told of Sir Christopher Wren 
which serves, Midrash-like, to illustrate the homily 
of this Rosh Hashana message. He was walking 
one day through the courtyard where St. Paul's 
Cathedral was being built according to his designs. 
As he was walking among the labourers at their 
work, unrecognised, he engaged three of them in 
conversation. He asked the first what he was doing. 
The reply was that he was just sawing Some. wood. 
The second replied that he was earning his living, 
though the pay of four shillings a day could have 
been more. e third drew himself up, straightened 
his back, and, putting his mallet down, said: “ 
am helping Sir Christopher Wren in building a 
glorious cathedral to the glory and honour of God.”

Chief Rabbi’s Instructions 


The Chict Rabbi has iesued the following instruc- 
tions with regard to Yom Kippur services and black- 
out regulations : 

“ As most Synagogucs have no black-out arrange- 
ments, they must shorten the service on the Eve of 
Your Kippur. 

“ The opening Kol Nidre prayer should be read 
once only, and Chazanut should throughout the 
evening be replaced by ordinary chanting. This will 
permat the recital of all the statutory prayers (as 
well as Yaaich, Al Chet, Ovinu Maikeynu) with 
reverence. 

“ Wherever on Kol Nidre night there are men on 
active service whose leave docs not extend to the 
Day itself, a brief address of not more than five 
minutes should be included in the service. On the 
Day of Atonement, the concluding service, Neilah 
must Close some time before Yom Kippur is over : 
theretore the Shofar is not sounded
